The following letter from Apia, Samoa, sont 
by tho special correspondent, of the Associated 
Pross, Gives. advices to December fth. ‘The 
letter says :—~ 


Since the last Oceanic atenmor left-this placa 
_ for San Francisco, a month ago, two battles of 
importanca and numerous skirmishes have taken 
place between the forces of Matatfa and «'I'nm- 
aseso. About 120 men havd bean killed dnd 150 
wounded, many of tho dead’ having beeh bar- 
baronaly mutilated. By Novomber 6th Apia 
was‘ almost desorted by nativos, except snob 
Persons'as wore aithar too yong ‘or too old to 
go to the front. Mataatn’ took. up “his hind. 
» quarters'at Sanlii, a small village obontsix miles 
from Apia and situated on the shore of ‘a, bay 
entrance to which is abont a mile wide. ‘ 
‘Taémasoso ad hig beadquartore in a large fort, 
built on the top of tho hill at the eastern ¢6x- 
tromity cf the’bay, This fort, whieh is‘ almost 
impvognable, is built ia three eections, the first 
boing a wall-buil stockade, twolve or Biftoon feet 
high, hacked by baskets made of cocoanat leaves 
Blaited togothor and filled with earil:, Twenty 
or thirty yards back is tha second soction, which 
consists of stone broastworks and rifle pits. The 
inner section is a stockade.» The ontranoo to 
thase auctions is just wide éhough to allow four 
men to pias abreast: The ailes of tho bill upon 
which tho fort is situated are almost precipitons, 
and have been cleared of trees and bras , thus | 
giving those withia thé fort a oloar range of the 
attacking party, Another rongh stackada was 
erected by the;Tamasesa man about Bye miles 
back fn the bnsh.

Aftor a sharp Sight the rebnly-wore 
drivon.out and retreated'up tha mountaia whore 
they hastily.mada a clearing and threw up a 
atockade, ‘Phe attacking part charged up the 
side, having to put thomselves up by shirabs and 
branches: of trees, while the rebels firad down 
upon theta, Tho latter wore Aciven ont, hove 
‘ever, and compelled to make astand further ‘apthe 
woountain. ‘Tamaseso’s loss in this fleht was two 
killed and 'twelva woun'led. Malauficlost four 
killed and fifteen wounded. MCutnata's wonndod 
Were takon to Apia during tho’ evening, where 
they were treated in haspital tants erected: on 
the largo lawn in front of tho British Consulate. 

The United States man-of-war Mipstc, Cap. 
tain D, W. Mallia, arrived here from Callao on
